“ I have been ill for the last week and had eaten but little food 
during that time. 
As I neared th e bottom of the stairs I suddenly 
felt weak, my knees gave way and 
I fell headlong onto the floor. 
I understand my nose struck the floor and started to bleed. 
“ As I struck the floor, a bottle of carbolic acid which I c a r­ 
ried in my pocket broke and ray m o th er rushed from the house sh o u t­ 
ing I had taken poison. 
I was still unconscious when taken to the 
hospital.” 
Robare explained the carbolic acid by saying th at he has been 
using it for several m onths as a cure for corns and had u n th in k ­ 
ingly stuck the bottle into his pocket just before going down stairs.

BOSTON, Mass., May J .— The Cun- 
ard liner Franconia, bearing thirteen 
survivors and the body 
of 
Chief 
Steward Mathewson of the ill-fated 
Levland liner Columbian, burned at 
sea off Cape Race, docked at the Cun- 
ard piers in East Boston at dawn to­ 
day. 
Most of those rescued were in a 
serious 
condition 
from burns and 
exposure and have been under the 
care of the Franconia’s hospital st«iff 
since being picked up. 
Nothing has yet been heard' from 
the third boat, containing the first 
and second officers of the Columbian 
and seventeen men, which was the 
first put overboard. 
Search contin­ 
ues for the frail craft by several 
steamers, but the weather off Cape 
Race and Sable Island is foggy and 
thick and the fate of the men is 
problematical. 
Wireless Operator James Drohan 
and Thomas Connor declared the fire 
burst upon them suddenly just at 
midnight 
Sunday 
night. 
In their 
opinion the fire resulted from cpon- 
taneous -combustion, originating in 
the cargo of rags and junk in the 
hold. 
According to their belief the 
tire started within a few days after 
the Columbian sailed from Antwerp. 
All hatches were battened down and 
the fire had no outlet until the gases 
gained such pressure that an explo­ 
sion resulted. Drohan and Connor 
did not believe that the explosion 
came from the ship's boilers.
